Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . Claims 28-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kung 
et al (6508756).

Patients' hearts vary greatly 
as to size over the general population. Further, placing the device of applicant over the 
patient's pericardium is intended use, not a structural limitation.
